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measure will be very injurious to other districts. The landlor ds 
will in course of time be entirely ruined and will become 
cultivators. Formerly the landlords and tenants lived in 
peace with each other and there were no quarrels between 
them. But the introduction of the Act XXVIII. of 1868 — 
created frequent disputes between the two classes, and the 

litigation that followed in consequence put them to a great 
deal of expense. The new Bill, if passed, will make their 
mutual relations still worse and bring about their ruin. 


The provisions of section 5, clause 1, of the present 
Tenancy Act pressed severely on landlords. If’ a landlord 
allowed a relative, a friend, or any other person, as a special 
favour, to cultivate land only on the payment of the amount 
of land-revenue and the usual rates, and the arrangement 
continued for a certain number of years, the landlord was 
permanently deprived of the possession of the land, but 
he had an expectation of getting.increased rent. The new 
Bill deprives him even of this expectation. If the rate of 
enhancement is fixed at two annas in the rupee, the 
increase will barely meet the cost of a suit for the recovery © 
of rent, in case the landlord is obliged to institute such 
a suit. The rate of enhancement provided in the Bill 
may be suited to some districts, but in Delhi and the 
neighbouring districts tenants-at-will pay three or four times 
the rent paid by occupancy-tenants for the same kind 
of land. Hence it will be perceived that the provisions 

of the Bill are not suited to the’ latter districts. 
The alteration made in section 5, clause 3, of the Act of 
1868, by which the occupation of land in 1838 will be 


eonsidered sufficient for the purposes of the clause, is suited 


very well to newly-founded villages in some districts, but 
‘it will inflict a great loss on landlords in Delhi and other 
districts in which the villages were founded hundreds of 
years ago. Section 8 of the Bill, which is section 9 of the 
Act of 1868, is quite superfluous. The provisions of section 
14 of the Bill are ‘not at all suited to Delhi and other such 
- districts, but they are quite suited to some other districts.

But if the ” 
land. ig held by an occupancy-tenant, he should pay the ~ 
rate, because he profits by the canal-irrigation, and not the 
landlord, At. Alipur in Delhi the profits of the land> — 
lord amount to 13} annas a bigha, while he has to pay a 
rate.-of Rs, 1-9-0 in respect of the increased value of land 
owing to canal-irrigation. In this way he suffers a loss of 
some Rs. 600 a year. The Panj&bh Chief Court brought this 

. matter to the notice of the Panjéb Government. The provi- 

sions of section 15 of the Bill regarding the enhancement 
of rent are most un just and inequitable. If the provisions 
of the Act of 1868 in connection with this matter cannot. 
be maintained, at least two annas should be raised to 8. annas 
‘in clause (a), section 15, four annas to one rupee in clause (6), 
section 15, and eight annas to one rupee and § annas in 
clause (c), section 15. These rates would generally leave a large 
margin to tenants, but they might perhaps be rather high for 
some lands. Hence the writer is of opinion that. the rates 
fixed in the present Act were just and fair, The fourth 
ground in section 17 of the Bill for the reduction of rent is 
most. unjust and opposed to the recognised principles of law, 
Section 29 of the Bill is unobjectionable, except.in so far 
that the time allowed to the tenant to contest his liability 
to ejectment is rather long. The period should be reduced 
to one month, or even less, in order that the objection may 
be disposed of before the 15th June In any case, even if 
the objection is disposed of after the 15th June, ejectment 
should at onee be effected, as was done. under section 27 of the 
present Act. If this is not dane,. the landlord. will find it. 
difficult to eject a tenant. Again, the landlord. should be. 
empowered to realize from the tenant. the cast. of the. service,
